I. Paul In the Prison at Caesarea
(vv. 1.6). P'sul wns worn out, badly
in need of rest, and Is given during this
imprisonment much freedom. He was
accompanied by Luke, his physician,
and probably some of his other friends,
For almost 20 years Paul had been llv-
ing a strennous life, crowded full of
labors that would have crushed an or-
dinary man. Now for some consider-
able time he had tlme to thoroughly
master and assimilate the truth which
he had been preaching, the results of
which have come down to us In the
form of letters, seven of which ot loast
were written during and after the
events of this lesson. His imprison-
ment also gave many of his friends
opportunity to secure hir counsel and |
guidance, The vindictivencss and |
hatred of the Jews s evident hy this
new plot whereby they sought the help
of Festus against MPauul. The corrupt
Felix had been succeeded by a more |
upright man, Festus, The schome of |
these enemies of Puul and of Jesus hond
alrendy resulted In giving Paul an op- |
portunity to prench Jesus ns the Christ
and the judge of men o pers
otherwise would not hoave been within
the scope of his Influence,  Through
his persecution he had reached leading
offivials and eduented men of the Ro-
